NOT FARE 

Taxi driver who helped catch criminal gets 24p compensation 


A have-a-go taxi driver who went be¬ 
yond the call of duty to catch a crim¬ 
inal has slammed the “injustice” 
system which awarded him just 24p 
in compensation. 

Mark Salter, 25, who has been a 
cab driver in Epsom for three years, 
picked up five men outside Epsom 
station one night in May last year. 

On the way he overheard them ap¬ 
parently discussing a robbery that 
had taken place in the town earlier 
that evening. 

When he dropped the men off in 
New Malden, four ran off and one, 
Gary Smith, verbally threatened Mr 
Salter before walking away without 
paying the £24 fare. 

Mr Salter called the police on his

mobile and then followed Smith to a 
pub, allowing police to arrest him an 
hour later for evading the taxi fare. 
Smith was later also arrested in con¬ 
nection with with the robbery. 

After spending the rest of the 
evening making a police statement, 
Mr Salter filled out a compensation 
form for loss of earnings of £150 and 
the taxi fare. 

But having heard nothing from the 
police he called them two weeks ago 
and was “absolutely astonished” to 
find Smith had been found guilty of 


evading the taxi fare and was given a 
two-week suspended sentence, but 
he had been awarded just 24p in 
compensation by the judge. 

Mr Salter said: “Surely if someone 
steals money from you, they should 
pay back the money stolen? If you’re 
not going to give me the fare back, 
what’s going to make me even report 
it again? 

“I did all the police work, the police 
have got it on their crime statistics, 
five people got a free taxi ride, and I 
got 24p. It is injustice. I feel com¬ 
pletely let down.” 

Mr Salter said that while he has al¬ 
ways liked to be “productive” in the 
detection of crime, he will no longer 
contact the police about potential 


incidents or unpaid taxi fares. 

He said: “I will never do it again. I 
would probably drive criminals in 
my cab all day and not report it. I 
have no time for the police anymore, 
I don’t feel protected by them. 

“This incident has put me off 
studying for the Knowledge of Lon¬ 
don for taxi drivers. I would be deal¬ 
ing with even more members of the 
public not paying taxi fares.” 

Epsom’s neighbourhood Inspector 
Craig Knight said he was “genuinely 
disappointed” with the 24p awarded 
to Mr Salter, but that the police have 
no say in the sanctions imposed by 
courts.

An MP has spoken out in defence 
of the greenbelt after the Prime 
Minister told him the need to 
build homes does not “trump” 
greenbelt protection. 

Banstead’s MP Crispin Blunt 
updated worried residents in 
Kingswood at the Kingswood Resi¬ 
dents’ Association (KRA) AGM 
last Tuesday on his efforts to pro¬ 
tect the greenbelt as a local plan is 
developed. 

Mr Blunt told them a letter from 
David Cameron would help to 
prove the importance of greenbelt 
protection to the planning 
inspector. 

In the letter Mr Cameron said 
they need to build many more 
homes and if there is no local plan 
then sustainable development 
should be favoured.

But he said this presumption in 
favour of development does not 
apply if greenbelt policies indi¬ 
cate development should be 
restricted. 

Mr Cameron said: “The pre¬ 
sumption therefore does not 
‘trump’ green belt policy.” 

Reigate and Banstead Council 
has submitted a draft core strate¬ 
gy to the planning inspectorate, 
which recognises the long-term 
need for some building in the 
greenbelt. 

It also earmarks the location of 
greenbelt areas to be considered 
for development in the south of 
the borough if urban areas run 
out. 


But members of the KRA re¬ 
main concerned because develop¬ 
ers have shown an interest in four 
nearby sites in the greenbelt. 

Committee member Richard 
Lewis said housing developments 
had already been suggested in 
Shrimps Field, Sandy Lane, 
Banstead estate and the former 
Red House School site. 

Mr Lewis said: “We are extreme¬ 
ly concerned because of the type 
of area this is. Some of the devel¬ 
opments mooted would be com¬ 
pletely out of character.” 

He said they welcomed Mr Blunt 
speaking about efforts to save the 
greenbelt at their AGM. 

Mr Lewis said: “We are all very 
supportive of him. He’s definitely 
on our side and doing what he 
can.”

Man denies club assault 


‘I do not feel protected’ 


A Romanian man has denied 
sexually assaulting two 
women who were queuing for 
their coats at a nightclub. 

Mihaulas-Codrut Lacatus, 
28, from East Ham, who 
worked in Epsom until last 
week, pleaded not guilty to 
sexually assaulting the women 
at Elements nightclub, in 
Epsom town centre, last 
month when he appeared at 
South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday. 

He is alleged to have touched 
the women, who were talking 
but did not know each other, 
on Saturday, March 9, while 


they were waiting in a queue 
to collect their coats from the 
nightclub’s cloakroom. 

Nick Wilson, prosecuting 
said the defendant denied the 
allegation as he “didn’t do it 
with any intention, it was an 
accident”. 

Mr Lacatus followed the 
hearing through an inter¬ 
preter and appeared clean¬ 
shaven, in jeans and a striped 
T-shirt. 

He was released on condi¬ 
tional bail and will return to 
South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court in August to 
stand trial.

A surgeon is to stand trial 
for allegedly sexually as¬ 
saulting a female patient in 
a hospital car park. 

Puthur Rajaraman 

Damodaran, 41, pleaded not 
guilty to sexually assaulting 
a 24-year-old woman last 
July in the car park of 
Leatherhead Hospital, when 
he appeared at South East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday. 

It is alleged that, after ex¬ 
amining the woman during 
a pre-arranged appointment 
relating to a back problem, 
the orthopaedic surgeon

followed her into the hospi¬ 
tal car park where the as¬ 
sault took place inside her 
car. 

Mr Damodaran, from Hor- 
ley, who is listed on the fel¬ 
lows and members list of 
the Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons of Edinburgh, ap¬ 
peared in court clean¬ 
shaven, in a shirt, suit jack¬ 
et and khaki-coloured 
trousers. 

He was released on condi¬ 
tional bail and will reappear 
at the court in May for the 
case to be committed to 
crown court.

He said: “The fact that a per¬ 
son has come forward is al¬ 
ways great and public-spirited 
and the right thing to do. 

“The police are very keen to 
ensure victims receive visible 
justice. This is made more dif¬ 
ficult when the court system is 
seen to be letting this down. 

“I would encourage Mark to 
come forward again.” 

Inspector Knight said there 
was no blanket duty on the po¬ 
lice to keep victims informed of 
court cases - particularly 
when the defendant pleads 


guilty and the victim is not re¬ 
quired as a witness. 

Insp Knight said: “The rou¬ 
tine practice for Surrey Police 
is that we ask the victim how 
often they want to be notified 
about the case.” 

He said this practice had 
been in place for the past 12 
months. 

Mr Salter, who has a degree 
in English literature was so in¬ 
censed that he has written a 
poem about his experience.

Nurse struck off for 
neglecting patients 



Choked on Chinese chicken bone

A care home nurse who used 
workman’s pliers to pull a 
tube out of a patient and 
abandoned frail residents to 
tend to her sick dog has been 
struck-off. 

Linda Bertram, who worked 
at the Priory Court Care 
Home, in Old School’s Lane, 
West Ewell, was handed a 
striking-off order and sus¬ 
pended for 18 months by the 
Nursing and Midwifery Coun¬ 
cil (NMC) last week. 

Bertram was the sole nurse 
in charge at the care home - 
she held the post of head of 
nursing in charge of 31 elder¬ 
ly patients - when she left to 
look after her 10-year-old shih 
tzu, which was in her car. 

She did not complete her 
probation at the Southern 
Cross run-home and was fired 
less than six weeks into her 
job after a series of other 
blunders were uncovered, the 
council heard. 

Finding that her actions 
amounted to misconduct,

Edward Lucas, panel chair¬ 
man, said her behaviour put 
patients at an “unwarranted 
risk of harm” and that she 
“failed in a significant way to 
uphold the reputation of the 
profession”. 


Susan Dunlop, a senior 
nurse, said Bertram turned 
up late for work, missed a key 
handover meeting and within 
minutes had given an elderly 
woman twice the dose of a 
drug that slows the heart rate, 
despite being told the patient 
had already been given her 
daily dose. 

At the hearing, Bertram de¬ 
nied leaving her patients to at¬ 
tend to her dog which she 
claimed was at “death’s door”. 

She said: “This was the only 
time I ever brought a pet in 
the car with me, and it didn’t 
divert me from my nursing 
duties. 

“I had a responsibility as a 
nurse and a responsibility to 
my pet. 

“I explained the dog was ef¬ 
fectively dying in the back of 
the car, but I’m a competent 
nurse who knows my duties 
and responsibilities, so I put 
my patients first, which was¬ 
n’t easy to do.” 

Bertram also asked mainte¬ 
nance worker Jeff Turner for 
pliers after struggling to re¬ 
move a tube from a patient. 


A toddler choked on a chick¬ 
en bone while eating a Chi¬ 
nese takeaway. 

Bailey Catling, two, was 
tucking into chow mein and 
chicken fried rice at home in 
Merland Rise, Tadworth, on 
March 22, when he started 
coughing and crying. 

His panicked parents acted 
quickly, pulling an inch- 
long “claw-shaped” chicken 
bone from his mouth. 

Mother Carly Blake said: 
“It was awful. We managed 


to get the bone out by pat¬ 
ting him on the back.” 

The manager of Chinese 
takeaway Tiger Lily, in Tad- 
worth, drove to the family’s 
house to speak to the par¬ 
ents and refund the cost of 
the meal. 

Ms Blake said the manag¬ 
er insisted they only bought 
the best chicken breast but 
said she seemed more con¬ 
cerned about defending the 
restaurant than their son’s 
wellbeing. 


She said: “He’s three next 
month but he’s only little. I 
don’t think £30 is enough 
for risking a child’s life.” 

Offered the chance to ex¬ 
plain her side of the story, 
Peggy Ling, manager of 
Tiger Lily, declined to com¬ 
ment based on the advice of 
her lawyer. 

But she invited Ms Blake 
to write to or call her solici¬ 
tor, adding: “My story is 
nothing like hers but I can’t 
say anymore.”

A wildlife rescue expert is dis¬ 
traught his TV series is being axed 
after almost 18 years. 

Wildlife SOS will screen its last 
episode on May 12 on Discovery 
Channel’s Animal Planet. 

Simon Cowell, the programme’s 
presenter and founder of Leather- 
head’s Wildlife Aid Foundation

Mr Cowell said getting up close 
to the wolves was not as scary as 
an incident last year when he un¬ 
wittingly swam into water inhabit¬ 
ed by great white sharks. 

Last year he also relied on armed 
guards to protect him and the film 
crew from rebels and insurgents 
on the route to see mountain goril¬ 
las in the Congo. 


He said: “That is one place I felt 
outside my comfort zone.” 

Mr Cowell, who has been part of 
the series since the start, said he 
had thousands of favourite memo¬ 
ries from filming in the UK and all 
over the world. 

He said: “I have loved being able 
to get the message out to millions 
of viewers worldwide about what 
they can do to help. 

“You have hardened conserva¬ 
tionists out there, but Wildlife SOS 
had an audience who would not or¬ 
dinarily have watched this sort of 
program. 

“They began to realise what to do 
to protect the environment in all 
sorts of ways.”

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Campaigners prevent developers 
starting work to 'damage estate’

Angry developers have 
threatened to take legal ac¬ 
tion for compensation against 
campaigners who last week 
prevented them from starting 
work creating a golf course on 
a historic estate. 

Cherkley Campaign ob¬ 
tained an injunction last Tue- 
day prohibiting Longshot 
Cherkley Court Ltd spraying 
herbicide, clearing land and 
carrying out work at the 
Cherkley Court estate near 
Leatherhead. 

The injunction came as the 
campaign continues to seek a 
judicial review on Mole Valley 
Council’s decision to grant 
planning permission for 
the multimillion pound pro¬ 
ject at the former home 
of press baron Lord 
Beaverbrook. 

Longshot spokesman Nick 
Kilby said: “Immediate steps 
are being taken by our legal 
team to rectify the position 
and damages will be sought 
against the Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign and its individual mem¬ 
bers for any temporary delay 
in the scheme proceeding in 
accordance with the planning 
permission, which has been 
lawfully granted by the 
council.” 

Mr Kilby branded the legal 
steps taken by Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign “misconcieved” and 
taken on a “completely erro¬ 
neous” basis. 

But campaigners rejected 
his claim that the injunction 
contradicted an earlier 
judge’s order the previous day

and that related evidence was 
not made available to 
the judge who granted the 
injunction. 

Richard Buxton, solicitor 
for the Cherkley Campaign, 
said the second judge had 
seen the matter as more 
urgent and issued the injunc¬ 
tion to prevent environmental 
harm. 

Mr Buxton said the 


injunction was granted with¬ 
out liability in damages, 
adding: “The threat of suing 
Cherkley Campaign is pure 
puff. What Longshot say is 
misleading if not downright 
defamatory.” 

Longshot wants to build a 
golf course, luxury hotel and 
spa at Cherkley Court. 

Kristina Kenworthy, from 
the Cherkley Campaign, said 


top soil had been removed 
from land at the top of the es¬ 
tate last Monday while 
construction of the golf 
course was due to start last 
Wednesday. 

She said: “This was jumping 
the gun a bit. Cherkley 
Campaign is advised that it is 
un¬ 
usual 
for 


developers to commence con¬ 
struction when a judicial re¬ 
view is pending.” 

Longshot has rejected 
claims made by campaigners 
that applying herbicide and 
creating a golf course would 
cause devastating ecological 
damage. 


Fire engine 
to be moved 

Response times to serious 
fires in Epsom are set to 
double, after councillors 
approved plans to remove 
one of the borough’s fire 
engines last week. 

At a meeting of Surrey 
County Council’s cabinet, 
councillors gave the green 
light to proposals to relo¬ 
cate a fire engine from 
Epsom to Burgh Heath by 
2014 - a move that would 
nearly double the average 
time it would take for fire¬ 
fighters to start treating a 
serious fire in the town. 

Under the plans, a new 
fire station will be created 
at Burgh Heath and anoth¬ 
er in Salfords, south of 
Redhill. 

A document stating the 
reasons for the approval 
said it would “mitigate the 
impact of changes at Hor- 
ley as a result of the West 
Sussex Fire and Rescue Au¬ 
thority’s decision to with¬ 
draw their fire engine” and 
improve the fire service 
provision and fire engine 
response coverage across 
Surrey - the latter of which 
has been “measured 
through modelling analysis 
and performance data”.

To shouts of “crucify him” a 
man was led through the 
streets of Epsom on Friday 
before being roped to a cross 
in front of a jeering mob. 

More than 500 people turned 
out to take part in the Proces¬ 
sion of Witness which this 
year, for the first time, includ¬ 
ed a rowdy street procession 
along the High Street, part of 
a costume-drama re-enact¬ 
ment of Jesus’ trial, death and 
resurrection. 

Despite the cold, the sun 
shone brightly as the crowd 
assembled in the clinic car 
park, on Dullshot Road. 

John Padwick, chairman of 
Churches Together in Epsom, 
told the crowd: “Remember 
we are here acting out what 
happened on that day many 
years ago.” 

The Rev Sue Curtis, of 
Christ Church, Epsom, told 
them to imagine they were 
part of the noisy and restless 
crowd in Jerusalem some 
2,000 years earlier, baying for 
Jesus’s crucifixion and blood. 


Dressed in a long white robe 
and wearing a red scarf, Craig 
Donovan, who played Jesus, 
stood trial surrounded by the 
high priests. 

Following a tirade of taunts 
from the crowd, he carried 
part of the cross to the Market 
Place, where a stage was 
erected outside the Wether- 
spoon pub. 

Asked by Pontius Pilate 


what should be done with 
him, the crowd shouted “cru¬ 
cify him, crucify him”. 

Children from St Martin’s 
School together with those 
playing Jesus’s parents acted 
out their horror as the cross 
was fastened together and 
Jesus roped on to it. 

Afterwards, Meryl Smith, a 
member of the congregation 
at Epsom Methodist Church, 


said the silence in previous 
years had made those who 
took part seem “gloomy and 
irrelevant”. 

But she said this time: “It 
was more a spectacle than an 
atrocity. 

“People on the way asked 
me what was happening. 
‘Why had he got that beam 
across his shoulder?’ 

“So people who don’t know 
about the Christian story 
were asking questions about 
the drama, which was great.” 

The Rev Curtis, who direct¬ 
ed the drama, said: “The 
turnout has been great. I am 
delighted with the way it’s 
gone. It was chilly, but much 
better than it could have been. 

“It was a real team effort: 
the acting, staging, making 
costumes, the sound.” 

Mr Donovan said: “We were 
delighted. Hopefully it set 
people up for Easter. Last 
time I acted I was a devil, so it 
seemed appropriate. 

“I was in Moseley, in Birm¬ 
ingham, we were doing a re¬ 
enactment of a medieval 
mystery play. 

“I have come full circle.”

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Hospitals’ busy year as patient visits hit record high 



The number of patient vis¬ 
its to Epsom, Sutton and St 
Helier hospitals is higher 
than ever before, according 
to new figures. 

In the last year, 805,204 
patient visits were record¬ 
ed at the hospitals - a 2 per 
cent increase on 2011, 
when the figure was 
791,574. 

Chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins said: “I am incred¬ 
ibly proud to see more and 
more local people are 
choosing our hospitals and 
trust us with their health, 
safety and wellbeing. 

“2013 is set to be another 


busy year for us, and our 
dedicated team of staff and 
volunteers will be working 
hard to make sure our stan¬ 
dards stay high.” 

Despite the number of pa¬ 
tient visits increasing, acci¬ 
dent and emergency and 
maternity services at both 
Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals could be closed.

The proposals have been 
condemned by cross party 
MPs including Chris 
Grayling, Siobhain McDon- 
agh, Paul Burstow, Tom 
Brake and Paul Beresford 
who have claimed the pro¬ 
cess was “flawed”. 

As of April any changes

In their letter the MPs lay 
out 14 flaws of BSBV - which 
has been postponed to carry 
out more consultation. 

They described BSBV as “a 
flawed process, based on con¬ 
tested assumptions and poor 
data, which has lost credibili¬ 
ty and risks causing irretriev¬ 
able damage to the excellent 
services provided by the 
Epsom and St Helier Trust”. 

In April CCGs will be re¬ 
sponsible for designing local 
health services and therefore 
any changes proposed by 
BSBV review must be agreed 
by them. 

Mr Burstow said: “We have 
come together to present a 


united front because we all be¬ 
lieve that the current plans 
are flawed and will do more 
harm than good. 

“The plans and the process 
lack credibility. They are mak¬ 
ing unbelievable assumptions 
to make their sums add up. 

“On April 1 the new 
GP-led clinical commissioning 
groups took over. They have it 
in their power to scrap the 
current discredited plans. 

“A clear break with these 
discredited plans and flawed 
process would be a good 
start.”

the industry.” 

More than 200 students from 20 
different countries currently 
study at Laine Theatre Arts, which 
was founded in 1974. 

Student Tom Scanlon, 21, is get¬ 
ting ready to start rehearsals for 
circus musical Barnum, which 
will be performed in a tent by 
Chichester Festival Theatre. 

Mr Scanlon said a lot of people 
did not realise how punishing life 
as a performing arts student could 
be. 

He said: “They think every day is 
like Fame, but really it’s nothing 
like that. It’s so much harder. It’s 
been hard, but totally worth it.” 

Miss Laine said she founded 
Laine Theatre Arts in Epsom from 
nothing after joining a small 
college with a view to taking it 
over. 

Miss Laine, who had a career as 
a dancer, singer and actress her¬ 
self, said: “It’s my passion and I 
think that passion passes on. 

“We are very well known in the 
West End for the type of young 
artist we produce, which is pro¬ 
fessional in every sense of the 
word.” 

Laine Theatre Arts charges 
£13,250 a year plus VAT for its 
diploma course and £8,000 includ¬ 
ing VAT for its foundation course. 

The college also trains children 
and recently launched dance 
classes for adults, which include 
ballet, tap, jazz and musical 
theatre.

As an organisation, we 
would absolutely never pre¬ 
vent or discourage a patient 
or loved one raising a con¬ 
cern with us, and recognise 
their right to pass their ex¬ 
periences on to the local 
media should they want to. 

However, on this occasion, 
I would be doing my profes¬ 
sion a great disservice if I 
did not challenge your arti¬ 
cle and the way it was 
reported. 

We believe the story was 
unbalanced, inaccurate, 
and most of the claims 
made within it remain 
unsubstantiated. 

As such, I would like to as¬ 
sure residents, our patients 
and their loved ones, that 
our performance as a hospi¬ 
tal trust remains strong. 

From the recent inspec¬ 
tions by the Government’s 
health watchdog (which we 
passed with flying colours), 
to the significantly lower 
then expected death rates at 
our hospitals, we have a 
number of ways in which to 
prove the care we are pro¬ 
viding is among the best in 
the region. 

And of course, through 


these formal methods of 
monitoring and measuring 
our performance, we are 
held to account by a number 
of bodies, from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to the scruti¬ 
ny committees of our local 
authorities.

More than a million cash- 
strapped motorists are 
driving on Britain’s roads 
with accident-damaged 
vehicles, new research 
suggests. 

Tens of thousands could be 
unaware that the safety of 
their vehicles has been 
compromised by minor 
prangs, according to Accident 
Exchange, which calculated 
the estimate. 

As petrol prices soared, 
annual car travel fell by over 
nine billion miles according 
to Department for Transport 
figures - or 2.9 per cent - 
between 2006 and 2012. 

While the number of 
accidents remained largely 
static, the percentage 
reported to the authorities 
fell by 2.2 per cent and the 
number of recorded repairs

Drivers opt to pocket payouts rather than to fix damage 


a massive 21 per cent says 
Trend Tracker, specialists in 
automotive market research. 

That leaves an estimated 
1,092,000 drivers who opted 
not to have their vehicles 
repaired following an 
accident in the last 12 months 
alone. 

Analysts at Accident 
Exchange, which supplies 
courtesy vehicles for crash 
victims, says that a 
combination of crippling 
insurance costs and squeezed 
household incomes have 
underpinned the potentially 
worrying trend. 

With motorists maximising 
excesses in an effort to 
reduce insurance premiums, 
the financial impact on 
already stretched household 


incomes has seen a rise in

excesses on insurance claims 
has seen the number of 
private settlements between 
fault and non-fault drivers 
rise. 

“The innocent party is then 




choosing to pocket the money 
rather than seeking to repair 
what they see merely as 
cosmetic damage.” 

For a driver with a £500 
excess, cosmetic damage 
caused by a car parking 
bump or lower-speed accident 
is often cheaper to settle 
privately rather than claim 
through their insurance 
policy. 

Some insurers are offering 
excesses as high as £750, 
which can dramatically 
reduce monthly premiums, 
but one in three motorists 
admits that they could not 
afford to pay the excess they 
agreed to on their policy. 

The risk is that damage 
done by minor prangs is 
more than cosmetic and that 


the structural integrity of the 
vehicle may be compromised, 
despite not being visible. 

Components at the front of 
the car such as the ‘crash 
box’, radiator or airbag 
sensors, if damaged or moved 
even at low speeds, could 
compromise the effectiveness 
of the car’s safety features in 
the event of another accident. 

At speeds of under lOmph, 
this safety feature will 
minimise repair costs but any 
weakening of the crash box 
could hinder its ability to 
dampen the effect of future 
collisions, decelerate the 
vehicle and protect those in 
the car from serious injury.
